--for 103 Rejections: Vachon '348 and Masuyama also do not disclose saving a state of an integrated circuit after unrecoverable 
error of the integrated circuit and when internal clocks of the integrated circuit have been stopped: these references show operating 
system failure, continued operation, and resuming execution of the operating system, similarly to Vachon -404.
